Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE; FLOOD INSURANCE.

The limitations on Federal expenditures or financial
assistance in section 6 of the Coastal Barrier Resources
Act (16 U.S.C. 3504) and the Iimitations on flood insur-

ance coverage in section 1321(a) of the National Flood
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Insurance Act of 1968 (42 U.S.C. 4028(a)) shall not apply
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to lots 15, 16, 25, and 29 within the Jeremy Cay Subdivi-
sion on Edisto Island, South Carolina, depicted on the
map entitled “John I. Chafee Coastal Barrier Resources
System Edisto Complex M09/M09P” dated January 24,
2003.
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
